As you know, I have 
had the greatest difficulty in doing my work and ain now worn out, 
My medical advisers have warned mo that my physical condition is 
such that unless I have an immediate long rest an aarly and com- 
plete breakdown is inovitable—( Murmurs of dismay). It will always 
be a pleasure to me to think that I have been able to help you in the 
great work you have done since you became Prime Minister. It is 
necessity that compels mo to abandon hope of assisting you in the 
difficult task now confronting you.” ” : 

The House cheered aympathetically when Mr. Lloyd George 
broke down on finishing the letter. Ho-added that ho hoped a short 
rost would onablo Mr. Bonar Law to return to his duties, but medical 
opinion was that Mr. Bonar’ Law would need a projonged rest ani 
freedom from worry. Here Mr. Lloyd George was unable to mastor 
hia feelings, and he flung himsolf back on his seat with a gesture 
indicating his inability to continue.

DEBATE ON NAVAL ESTIMATES.

to Increase Strength Defeated. 


F . London, Mareh 17. 

In the House of Commons, Sir James Craig, introducing the 
Naval Estimates, dwelt on the economics effected. He roforred 
to aspoech by Lard Lee Jast evening in which the latter, stated that 
we would never accept equality with other Powers except in con- 
neotiun with the great English-speaking nation thet had sprung 
from our loins. Sir James declared that Lord Lee had done his 
utmos:, not perhaps to hold out tho olive branch to America, 
neveri.eless to show that we were at present restraining ourselves 
-antire!y to tho question of maintaining the One- Power Standard. 

Sir James Craig mentioned that in the interest of economy, 

‘steaming of squadrons at Home and abroad would be restricted and 
the fui} allowances on all stations would be limited. The Admiralty 
had reluctantly closed down two dockyards and Osborne would be 

- closed. ‘This would bo the last yoar in which war liabilities would

Sir James, continuing, said it was proposed to’ replace four 
obagloscent ships by vessols of the Hood class and algo to build a 
sulffiarine and minelayer embadying the latest developments. The 
viow of the Naval Staff as regards the import nce of capital ships 
had not changed. [f the House eanctioned £2,500,000 it would be 
impoasible to get very far in the completion or even the heginning 
cof four capital ships till late in the autumn, but there would be no 

Supplementary Bstimates. 

Replying to Mr. Asquith, Sir Jamoa Craig said if the Estimates 
were passed, four slips would be laid down in tho next twelve 
months. He oniphasised that aircraft was more dangerous to the 
submarine than to the battleship or other surface ship.

He pointed out that the 
mpire more than any Powor in the world was most dependent on 
sea-power, He condemned the pre-war formula of the Two-Power 
Standard and urged a formula that the Navy, in conjunction with 
those of the Dominions, who’are a growing factor in tho Imperial 
family, should always be adequate to secure the safety of the sea-girt 
Empire and gea-borne supplies against any reasonably calculablerisk. 
Mr,. Asquith emphasised that the present was the most favourable 
opportunity to reduce the ample margin of naval strength held by 
America and Britain over all other Powers, as fratricidal: strife 
between tho two great English-speaking peoples wos an absolute 
impoasihility. «Sir. Edward Carson declared that 1921.was the most 
critical year which the Nav would facs in its whole history. It 
would be the greatest ‘catastrophe. to become the recond naval 
Power. He was not confident that tho Estimates even maintained 
that standard. He pointed out that in 1 25, the United States 
would have eighteen of the most modern capital ships, Japan eleven 
and Britain five. ‘ 

Replying, Sir Janes Craig said not « single member of the 
Board of Admiralty would have signed tho: Estimates unless he 
wore satisfied that thoy safeguarded Imperial interests.

It is the surprise of one return-[ 


ed from the enda'of the carth to 
find the idea of decadence still 
in the minds of men here in 
England, writes “A Returned 
Englishman ” in the Daily 
Chronicle. “Tam_sorry to live 
in these times: England is on 
the downgrade now. She can 
never pull along burdened as she 
is. Look at this, and that, and 
the other: country, what strides 
they are making.” 


INBORN COM MONSENSE. 

Yer, and look: back .at.. what 
men did and suffered in the war. 
Men who“ stuck it,” as Tommy 
did for five solid years, are sone 
of no decadent ‘race.. But it is 
our characteristic te belittle 
ourselves; to envy othera thoir 
apparent succeés; to shut our 
eyes to that which in ourselves 
causes tho wonder and the 
admiration of the foreigner. 

One has seen men come out to 
the Colony straight from England, 
ienorant, many of them, of the 
life thay must lead in the 
new country;. unable to lay 
a brick much less to make one; 
unable to turn a hand to the 
hundred and one’ jobs which at 
home there is, a man round the 
corner ready to do when called 
upon; and in @ little time one bas 
‘seen thaso very men, with. thoir 
inborn commonsense, doing and 
doing well, everything necessary 
on tha farm they have chosen as 
their future home. :

A TONIC FOR DEPRESSION. 

Tf history is a tonic for depres. 
sion, then Mucaulay in the latter 
part of his review gave his readers 
a, large dose of it, and very mueéh 
of what he wrote is truer to-day 
than when ho wrote if, coming 
with the added force of nearly a 
century's fuller experienee, Let 
us quote aguin—it is ail so ap- 
posite for to-day: ‘We cannot 
absolutely prove that (hose are in 
error who tell ua that society has 
reached a turning point, that we 
have seen our best days. But xo 
said all that came before us, and 
with just as much apparent 
reason.

CAPITAL'S VIEWS 
_ ON LABOUR. 


— 


Business Men on Work 
and Wages. 


The old saw said “Money 
talke,” but the man who can 
persuade Capital to tatk just now 
must have remarkable gifts But 
it has just been done by a mom- 
ber of Parliament for an indua- 
trial constituency, who recently 
‘approached the loading employers 
in various parts of the country. 
wrties a special correspondent of 
the Daily Chronicle. : 

He usked each employer to 
holp him to framo an answar to 
these blunt questions :-- 

What is to be our answer to 
the demands of those who are 
frankly revolutionaries ? 

Yow are we to face the de- 
mands of the sane members of the 
working classes who.are steadily 
being driven into the arms of the 
extremists ? 

The letter invited employers to 
concentrate in their replics on 
those points :-— 

(1) What can the employer do 
to assist the country to gt rid of 
the continual disputes which are 
interrupting its progress ? 
~ Q) How docs the employer 
propose to meet the unemploy- 
ment which is at present threaten- 
ing so many industries ? 

The replies are roughly divi- 
sible into areas which may he 
clasnified’as London, the Mid- 
lands, Lancashire and Yorkshire 
and the North. ‘The present 
article will deal only with .the 
position’ as revealed by the 
answers of many London en- 
ployers; 

QUESTION OF OUTPUT. 

One London’ employer gets 
right to the heart of the problens 
when he says that the principal 
point at issue is output. He 
justly claims that those who 
advoeate restricted ‘oulput con 
pletely shut their eyes to the 
economic side of tho question, 
which in plain language is How 
many men can an industry sup- 
port ? 

Tha ea’ canny poliey, of course 
means that an industry must be 
burdened with the maximum of 
men, each of whom must do the 
minimum possible work. 

If persisted in for any length of 
time, such a mistaken policy 
brings toth employer — and 
employee to utter ruin, In other 
words, the industry disappears 
So does the workman's livelihood. 
In a very. real sense we are 
nowadays members one of 
another. 

Putting the matter in economic 
terms, when the cost of pro- 
duction iy ahead of the actual 
gelling price, the price must be in- 
creased. The purchasing public 
bave no time to investigate 
causes. They merely say, 
“This article is too dear; 
wo'll do without it.” Instantly 
the demand falls. As the demand 
falla the unemployment curve 
rises, 7 
SUPPORTING THE UN EMPLOYED. 

Thia employer states the woll- 
known economic law that any 
one industry can support a 
reasonable number of mon per- 
maonently, and a smaller number 
temporarily. The parpose of the 
latter is, of course, to moet 
fluctuations in the market.

GEORGE FORMBY DEAD.

Well-known Comedian’s Long 
-  Jilness. é 


‘Thedeath took place at Stockton 
‘Heath, near Warrington, on Feb- 
raaty 8 of Mr. George Formby, a 
woll-known Lancashire comedian. 
Mr. Formby, who had been in 
failing health for a long period, 
had. recently to relinquish an_en- 
gagoment in pantomime at New- 
castle. 

The deceased comedian was a 
great favourite with Edinburgh 
audignces and was “starred” 
regularly at the Empire Theatre. 

He: was.a comedian’ with a 
quiet, restrained style, and his 
most telling “patter™ was obtained 
through this: medium. His 
pretence of being an exceptionally 
“bad lad” and the recital ofthe 
most blood-curdling exploits in a 
weak, tired voice, coupled with 
the -feoblest of gestures, never 
failed to provoke a responsive 
smile from his audience. He had 
an infectious cough, too-—possitly 
not so much assumed as was 
commonly supposed: '-with which 
he punctuated his dry humour. 

Like’ many another famous 
comedian, George Formby had 
many imitators on the stage, but 
in his.own particular sphere he 
reigned supreme, and his death 
will be a distinct loss to: the 
varioty stage, on which he cut 
such a prominent figure. 


foreign origin; its principles and 
methods are by no means British, 
and its roots should be dug ‘up, 
no matter how painful the process 
may be." 

An important London firm 
makes’ some atriking sugzes- 
tions, which may be summarised 
us: 

Minimum wage for all workers, 
with additions according ‘to 
individual ability; 10 per cent. 
reserve to be earmarked to 
form an interest - bearing 
fund to moot s’cknoess, unemploy- 
inent, and old age. 

Rigid economy and decontrol. 

These proposals do not come 
from an academic visionary, but 
from a managing director who 
has probably been in closer touch 
with Labour than any similar 
official in modern industry. He 
finds, he says, that theworkera. 
as a class, are sensible and con- 
siderate ve hen thoy understand 
the, position and, when they are 
left alone. 

In his opinion--not peculiar to 
him by any means—we are suffer- 
ing to-day from:-— 

Inability of manufacturers to 
give a date when manufactured 
articles can be delivered ; 

Excessive freights and 
surance ; 

Excessive railway rates; 

Excessive cartage rates; tbe 

Uncertainty of wages claims 
and stoppages, 

And the resulting 
costs of raw materials. ; 

Unless the manufacturers are 
assisted and backed up, says this 
same employer, the export trade 
will slowty ‘but surely leave 
Great Britain. 

RISING COSTS. 

The race against rising costs of 
every conceivable kind is gradu- 
ally narrowing the circle of em- 
ployment,- and employers have 
constantly to study whether they 


in- 


abnormal) 


ed mostly come from the ranks 
of temporary employees, this 
employer courageously ad vocates 
that these “ temporaries ” should 
be borne as a permanent 
charge on ‘tho industry. Hach 
industry would bear its share, 
and it is’ claimed that if this 
principle were universally accept- 
¢d unemployment would vanish 

The general -manager. of a 
famovs London firm advocates a 
general adoption of’o- partnership. 
His company has had such a 
scheme in force for 31 years, and 
during that time has had com- 
plete freedom from labour troubles 
of any kind. Moreover, for the 
past 22 years, three employee 
directors--two elected by the 
stockholding workmen and one by 
the salaried staff—havo sat-upon 
the board and shared in the duties 
and responsib,jities of manage- 
ment. - 

NEED FOR CONFIDENCE, 

This. expert is surely right 
when he says that no pormanent 
remedy for unemployment will be 
found until a feeling of confidence 
is established between employer 
and employee, and each party 
determines to give the other “a 
square deal.” 

That employers are not lacking 
in courage is evident from another 
suggestion—that we must get rid 
of the extremist agitators, practise 
rigid economy, on all ke eos and 
concentrate on increased produc- 
tion.. This ‘employer soundly 
states ; 

“ Get rid of the extremists, who 
foment trouble in every quarter. 
This centre of discontent has « 


cannot lessen their wages bill. 
Not only aro working hours 
drastically curtailed, but less is 
being turned out per hour work- 
ed. 

But, apart from all economic 
considerations, the clear-sighted 
employer realises that the chief 
feeling among the workers 13 that, 
after a lifetime of toil, they can- 
not look forward to any pension 
foreventide. Tbisemployer would 
remedy this by forming a 10 per 
cent, reserve for every wage- 
earner, big or small. This fund 
would bear G per cenf. interest, 
and should be a first charge on 
the company or firm, or even—he 
considers—the State. 

At the same time, instead of 
a wniformly high wage for every 
employee, lazy or. industrious, he 
recommends’ a reasonable wage 
for those who are unable to do a 
good day’s work, and a better 
wage up tha scale for those 
workers who show increased 
ability and energy. ° 

He points out, however, the 
notorious fact that the trade 
unioris object to any such reserve 
fund, . because they want the 
worker to be dependent on them 
by payment into specifically union 
funds. . 

_ Whether people agree_or not 
with the opinions expressed by 
these various London employers, 
the fact remains that these men 
have ‘a policy.

This, they think, 
could be made to yield 4000 
millions. : 

Other proposals are the aboli- 
tion of all taxes on foodstuffs ;

ANGLO-RUSSIAN TRADE AGREEMENT. 


The signing of the Anglo-Russian ‘Trade Agreement 
(the text ot which Reuter outlined in yesterday's cables) 
marks a very distinet advance in the relationship between 
Russia and the other countries of Europe, The agreement 
is one of tremendous importance politically as well jas 
financially’ because Ue two Governments furmitg the 
contracting parties undertake to act im precisely the same 
manner as though « formal treaty of peace had been signed. 
(hose undertakings are particularly wide and virtually 
mean the cessation of all friction and dispute. Only by a 
six'months’ notice after the expiration of twelve months

Britain’s part of one of the main undertakings. One 
cannot read through the ‘abbreviated text without realising 
that the British authorities were particularly keen to meet 
the Russian delegates’ viewpoints. - 

‘Russia—Soviet “Russia—-can now be said ,to have 
re-established herself among the trading Powers of Europe 
and the effect of it all must inevitably be a brisk revival 
in the cummercial relations of ‘the two peoples, It has 
been claimed that Russia is stilla great storehouse of many 
needed essentials and also that she has the financial capacity 
to purchase manufactured goods toa large extent. Just 
how all these prognostications will work out remains to be 
seen: One has tu realise that Russia is a-country of great 
vastness and also of great natural wealth which. all the 
Her millions 
of people need much that Britain can supply them with 
and, contrariwise, Britain has ticed of the raw products with 
which to feed her industrial machinery, Fyrom the economic 
and commercial standpoint there is nothing but what is.good 
to be said for the pact just made. It is from the political 
side that one might be torgiven.a doubt, though that side 
of the question has been very thoroughly thrashed out. In 
a comment yesterday we ventured the opinion that the 
Soviet regime in Russia would not stand the ‘test of time, 
and that opinion was based on the knowledge of an unbias- 
ed critic (not British, by the way) who has had first-hand 
exy erience of the conditions under which the semblance of 
There, again, time is 
the only test that will reveal. the true state of affairs, 
though the present revolution, the import of which the 
Russian Trade Delegation is soeager to minimise, can be 
taken as an index.of non-unanimity. The Soviet has 
undertaken to refrain from hostile action and propaganda 
—in fact both parties have agreed to a political truce—and 
it miay be. on the strength of that that :the British 
authorities see ng danger in the agreement. But whether 
Britain has concluded an agreement with a government 
that will stand the test of its own people is a matter on 
which we have considerable doubt. 

Be that as it may, there is room to welcome the agree- 
ment. International commerce (and on that largely 
_depends the industrial happiness of most peoples) has been 
all too sluggish of late. 
tercourse have been closed, too much distrust and un- 
certainty has been . abroad. To have re-opened - the 
potential field of Russia to British commercial interests is 
to have relieved the pressure of trade inertia. And to 
have done that is to have done something worth the doing. 
Reyision, in the light’ of changed conditions in Russia 
itself, might be necessary in the tuture, but if that revision 
is necessary it will be in co-operation with a regime with

More German Evasion. . 


The cable intimates that Ger- 
many is adopting the same evasive 
tactics in relation to the charge 
for the army of occupation as she 
pursued over the question of 
reparations. By this time the 
Allies have grown a little tired of 
Fritz’s manoeuvres, and a per- 
emptory Note has been despatched 
to Borlin. ‘Contrition is still so 
far from the hearts of German 
statesmen that their whole policy 


-lisdirected towards hampering and 


not towards helping the Allisd 
representatives in their task. An 
honest attompt to assist would be 
at this juncture much appreciat- 
ed, and could hardly fail to ba to 
Germany's advantage as. woll as 
to ours. There is every reason 
to believe that Germany's present 
and prospective capacity to pay 
is much greater than had ben at 
one time expected. Her recovery 
has been substantial; she had 
no invader on her soil to 
destroy’ as’ she destroyed in 
Belgium snd France; the energy 
and  preserverance of her 
citizens are to all appearances 
preparing. the way fora great in- 
dustrial revival; in short, she is 
not the bankrupt concern that 
she would havo us believe. That 
boing so, the Allies were amply 
justified in rejecting Dr. von 
Simons’ “]udicrously inadequate” 
suggestion. There is considorable 
likelihood that Germany will 
prosper in the future—as jit is in 
our interest that sho should—and 
wo- must duly share in the fruits 
of that prosperity. Such is the 
argument of France, in any rea- 
sonable interpretation of which 
she is entitled to the undivided 
support of her Allies. 


A Far-East Celebrity. | 


For some time Sir Ernest Satow 
has been engaged on his memors, 
and it is‘now announced that his 
book has been published under 
the tittle of >“ A Diplomat in 
Japan.” Sir Ernest’s record of 
his life in Japan should prove 
very interesting. The - rotired 
diplomat was born in 1843 and 
entered the Japan Consular Ser- 
viee in 1861, arriving in Japan 
two years after the country had 
been opened to foreign residence. 
For more than twonty years after 
he watched with observant eyes 
the process of the transition of 
Japan from feudalism to the 
modern industrial State. A fine 
Japanese scholar, he recorded in 
the Transactions of the Asiatic 
Society of Japan the result of 
his historical, philosophic, and 
literary investigations, and he 
compiled, in collaboration, an 
English - Japanese Dictionary, 
From ‘the Consular Service’ he 
passed to the Diplomatic, being 
appointed Minister Resident at 
Bangkok in 1885, and at Monte 
Video in 1898, while-he wa ap- 
pointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
to Morocco in 1895. Thence he war 
transferred to Tokyo in 1895, and 
witnessed the recovery by Japan 
ot, full fiscal and judicial auto- 
nomy in 1899. He was appointed 
British Minister to Peking in 
1900, remaining in China for six 
yoars, and then retiring. His ac- 
count of his experiences will be of 
uncommon value. Having wit- 
nessed the transition from Old to

New Japan, and, being master of 
the art of narrative, Sir Ernest's 
memoirs are likely to rank high 
in autobiographic literature. 
Apart from his Far Eastern ox- 
periences, the ex-diplomatist has 
written upon Frederic the Great, 
and is the author of “ A Guide to 
Diplomatic Practice.” 


A Queer Request.

‘THE ‘BOOKSHELF.

- A PEASANT POET. 
_In the last two or three weske 
attention has been directed to 
volumes of a political character. 
This -week we will consider a 
piece of pure literature in the 
shape of Mr.. Edmund Blunden’s 
Life of John Clare, the poasant 
post of Northampton. The 
biography. makes its sappear- 
ance apropos of Clare's ocenten- 
ary, It may be remarked that 
the present yoar is rich in 
centenaries, Among these are two 
poets whose respective. careers, 
with their aftermaths, have been 
widely different. One of these 
is: Keats, neglected in his brief 
lifetime; ‘now. recognised as 
among tho brightest stars of the 
firmament, The other is John 
Clare, who onjoyed a wide vogue 
on his appearance, only fo fall 
into an obscurity’ from which- the 
inerit of his work should have 


.| preserved his memory. 


. The peasant poet was no mere 
chance rhymer of the kind that 
every now and then emerges from 
some unexpected quarter, flouri- 
shes for a season, and is then 
forgotton or recalled only. as a 
freak; this humble votary of 


| Parnassua was endued with “ the 


vision and the faculty divine.” 
‘Mr. Blunden has written a 
fascinating account of Clare's 


life, and has prefaced it .to a]. 


selection of Clare's pooms. It is 
a story as melaricholy as that: of 
Burns, Poverty, a large, depend- 
ent family, intemperance in later 
life, and madness all figure in it. 
‘His journey home on foot from 
the asylum in 1841 makes a 
background against ‘which we 
read his verse with a doubly 
poignant interest :— 

The first night, he says, “1 
lay down with my head towards 
the north, to show myself the 
steering-point in the morning.” 
On “the third day I satisfied 
my hunger by eating the grass 
on the roadside, which’ seemed 
to taste something like bread. 
I was hungry and eat heartily 
till I was satisfied ; in fact, the 
meal seemed to dg me good.” 
And “there was little to notice, 

. for the road very often looked 
‘as stupid as myself.” At last 
between Peterborough and 
Hetpston “a cart met me, with 
& man, a woman and a boy in 
it. When nearing me ‘the 
woman jumped out, and caught 
fast hold of my hands and 
wished me to get into cart, 
But I refused; I thought her 
either drunk or nad, But when 
I was told it was my second 
wife, Patty, I got in, and was 
soon at Northborough.” ; 
He lingered on in various stages 
of madness till 1864. Some of the 
most moving poems in the present 
book fall under the heading of 
“Asylum Poems.” . 

Clare was, perhaps, the closest 
observer of bird life who had 
appeared till his time in English 
verse. He enjoyed observing 
things almost more like a 
naturalist than an imaginative 
man. In a good sense he was as 
realistic about animals as Crabbe 
was about people. : 

At the same time, like Mr. W. 
H. Davies, the itinerant poet of 
our day, he could touch realism 
with emotion, as in his address to 
solitude: — - - 

Sweet solitude, what joy to 
be alone— 


In wild, wood-shady dell to is 


stay for hours. 
Twould soften hearts if they 
were hard as stone 
To see glad butterflies and 
smiling flowers, 
Tis pleasant in these 
lonely places, 
Where ‘not the voice of man 
our pleasure mars.

In “ The New Japanese Peril” 
London: .Geo.- Allon and 
Unwin Ltd; 10s. 6d.) Mr. Sidney 
Osborne shows hitnself to have 
been a diligent observer of events 
in the Far: East. His main 
thesis is that Japan took advant- 
age of the. Powers' pre-occupation 
to establish a Japanese 
hegemony over China, and he is 
apprehensive that the reault.may 
bo a Chine developed: under 
Japanese tutelage and domination 
followed by an advance upon 
Europe by. a mammoth Mongolian 
horde under some modern Attila 
or Ghonghiz Khan. This 
is hardly new. Probably 
Mr.. Osborne is referring 
to the later developments of 
Japanese policy, notably the 
Twenty-One Demands, which, 
howover, he admits have boen 
artly upset through the sudden 
termination of the war leaving 
the Powers free to protect their 
interests out here. The subject, 
of course, lands. us right in the 
throes of the Far Eastern pro- 
lam, upon which not columns, 
but volumes could be, have heen, 
and doubtless will be spent. 
Within the compass of a single 
volume of moderate dimensions 
Mr. Osborne gives us a succinet 
analysis of Japanese operations,. 
political and commerical,on the 
mainland, One's firat impression 
is that he lays all the emphasis 
upon one .side—to which he 
would probably reply that, 
as the title denotes, he 
is dealing with the question 
from. .a particular aspect.
